Baya.fi facility VhbroV' would 
give Lake County parents the 
chance to 'give their children 
a start at higher education. 
Milne says it was a lack of 
funds which prompted him to 
attend a junior college and 
then gave him the incentive 
to continue Ids- education 
further. 

Fred Stahmer of Antloch, 
a Public Service Company „ 
c m p~l o yec, had attended - 
Northern Illinois University 
for a year when he dropped 
out to be married. Later, he 
attended school at night at 
Wright Junior College in Chi- 
cago for two years. 

Another Antioch man, 
George Bury, is also a Junior 
college graduate.

The Community College 
Association is planning a 
second booklet to explain the 
needs, reasons and advantag- 
es of a junior, college.

Initiations were issued to 
school superintendents for a 
luncheon 'meeting at the 
Hound Lake Community High 
School on Jan. 0. In (h<i in- 
vitation, Petty calls the elec- 
tion perhaps the most import- 
ant yet held in Lake County. 
He says he thinks Lake Coun- 
ty needs a junior college and 
asks school officials' help in 
carrying out the election with 
a favorable vote. 

The referendum will ask 
voters to pass upon two 
questions printed on the bal- 
lot. The first is to establish 
maximum tax rate of 20 
cents per $100 assessed valu- 
ation. 

Voters must be registered 
to vote on the junior college 
proposition. Absentee bal- 
lots are available for voters 
who expect to be out of town 
or unable to vote on Jan. 18. 
Ballots may bo applied for at 
any time at the county school 
superintendent's office in 
Waukegan or by phone or 
mall.'

Mo One, not even the lawyers, seem to be cer- 
tain- just what is legal in the present mess. This 
being so, we wonder if the special session which 
the Governor s*ays he will call couldn't avoid the 
whole mess by deferring the question of re-appor- 
tionment and returning the districtsas formerly 
designated to their legal status. This would avoid 
the expensive and ridiculous election-at-large. 
Possibly, then, public opinion could force the 
Governor and both parties to co-operate in seek- 
ing a fair and reasonable reapportionment, plan 
before another election rolled around.

The State of Illinois has 1 state highway opened to leaf 



embarked u p o n another 
fjreat year of road building. 

The program to improve 
our stale's highway network 
over the next 12 months in- 
volves planned expenditures 
of $295 million— $203 mil- 
lion for the new interstate 
system and $92 million for 
non-interstate roads. More 
than two-thirds of the money, 
as usual, will come from fed- 
eral funds. 

Illinois already has open- 
ed to traffic more than 700 
miles of its 1,508-mile share 
of the interstate system and 
is well ahead of the schedule 
that provides for a comple- 
tion date of 1972. Construc- 
tion, which will continue as 
rapidly as federal funds be- 
come available, is slated to 
pass the halfway mark in 
1964. 

Impof tant construction 
projects are scheduled on 
Interstate Highways 55, 57, 
70, 74, 80, and 270. These 
projects are logical exten- 
sions of the 1063 program 
that saw 57 miles of Inter- 



ne, another 44 miles sub- 
stantially completed though 
not yet open and 74 miles 
under construction. Engin- 
eering was initiated on an 
additional 454 miles. 

The building of these con- 
trolled, limited access super- 
highways means a great deal 
to a state such as Illinois, 
where motorists travel more 
than 100 million passenger 
miles a day. Studies indi- 
cate the interstate system 
could carry up to one-fifth of 
the state's traffic* despite the 
fact that it will consist of less 
than one per cent of the total 
mileage. 

The 1964 highway program 
also provides for extensive 
work on non-interstate roads. 
Scheduled projects call for 
the improvement of 462 miles 
of highway including 123

The valuations listed in the 
paper are not the same as 
Mr. Kennedy's assessment of 
tl\e value of your property. 
They were Increased by Rob- 
ert Jasper, supervisor of as- 
sessments. 

So we called Mr. Jasper 
and asked him why. He said 
that the overall assessment In 
Anlioch Township was .at 
44% of its real value, where 
it should be 55% of its real 
value. So he increased the 
assessed values, as submitted 
by Mr. Kennedy, by 1.15 _for 
lands and lots, and .05 for Im- 
provements. This brought 
assessed valuations in Anti- 
och Township up to 51% of 
their real value, Mr. Jasper 
says.

Do 
you suppose he could sell 
most of these places if he 
tacked 45% on the assessed 
valuation?

The program to improve 
our state's highway network 
over the next 12 months In- 
volves planned expenditures 
of $295 million— ($203 mil- 
lion for the new interstate 
system and $92 million for 
non-interstate roads. More 
titan two-thirds of the money, 
as usual, will come from fed- 
eral funds. 

Illinois already has open- 
ed to traffic more titan 700 
miles of its 1,508-mllo share 
of the interstate system and 
is well ahead of the schedule 
that provides for a comple- 
tion date of 1972.. Construc- 
tion, which wilt continue as 
rapidly as federal funds be- 
come available, is slated to 
pass the halfway mark in 
1964. 

Impor tant construction 
projects are scheduled on 
Interstate Highways 55, 57, 
70, 74, 80, and 270. These 
projects are logical exten- 
sions of the 1963 program 
that saw 57 miles of Inter- 



ne; another 44 miles .sub- 
stantially completed though 
not yet open and 74 miles 
tinder construction. Engin- 
eering was initiated on an 
additional 454 miles. 

The building of these con- 
trolled, limited access super- 
highways means a great deal 
to a state such as Illinois, 
where motorists travel more 
than 100 million passenger 
miles a day. Studies indi- 
cate the Interstate system 
could carry up to one-fifth of 
the stale's traffic despite the 
fact that it will consist of less 
than one per cent of the total 
mileage.

ThlB brought 
assessed valuations In Anti- 
och Township up to 51% of 
their real value, Mr. Jasper 
says.
